men in their anger and I believe in an 
effort to intim idate A m erican actions 
in the w ar by proffering us as hostages.

This pitch of indignation reached 
its highest form of expression during 
the Hanoi M arch. 
I^ate in the afternoon of July 6, we

It was the first 
tim e I was that c lo s e to a n Am erican, of 
course, and somehow I sensed the 
North Vietnam ese w ere about to m ak e 
som e sort of spectacular display that 
would redound to their disadvantage 
They gave us a lecture in which they 
w ere vague about what we were going 
to do that evening but did let us know 
they were going to take a trip and 
stro n g ly 
w a rn e d 
a g a in st 
c o m ­ 
m u n ic a tin g . 
O ne of the o ffic e rs 
scream ed at 
us 
that 
if we 
co m ­ 
m unicated on the trip, w e’d be killed. 
Just before dark, they loaded us up 
into trucks with perhaps 16 or m ore 
POWs per truck. 
We were told we would be paraded 
through the streets so the people could 
dem onstrate their anger to us. My 
over all impression of their aim at this 
tim e is that they planned a spectacle 
which would hum iliate us. 
We w ere unloaded downtown and 
lined up in columns on a main street, 
about IO yards between pairs. Right in 
front of m e was one of several trucks 
loaded with news correspondents, big 
still cam e ras and big movie c a m eras. 
Before we start ed moving and as the 
c a m e ra s began to roll, I tried m y best 
to look as unrepentant as I could. 
I unbuttoned to look carefree. I m a d e 
an obscene gesture tow ard the crowd. 
At that point one of the guards told 
Bob and me, “ You will have to bow 
your heads.” 
Suddenly I com prehended the whole 
idea. So I shouted an order up ahead: 
“ Nobody bows his head. P a ss the 
w ord.” 
And I turned and shouted the sa m e 
thing to the pair behind me. 
I believe that I’m not the only one 
who gave that o rder but I gave it. I ’m 
pretty sure the order w as passed 
throughout. 
The m arch began. The people w ere 
s c re a m in g . 
I 
th in k 
they 
w e re 
scream ing som ething like, “ kowtow, 
kowtow.” 
We did not bow our heads. 
We w ere protected by a cordon of 
guards w earing red scarves with a rm s 
linked together to hold back the crowd. 
The a r m y ’s part in this was to simply 
bend us through the street at bayonet 
point and afford the proper expression 
of subjugation and repentance. 
As the m arch progressed, we began 
to tire and sweat profusely, having had 
no recent, co m parable exercise. The 
crowd was standing about 15 deep on 
each side of the street and the heat 
from all the bodies was trem endous. 
The big object of the parade w as to 
bow our heads as we went through the 
streets. 
As far as I could see no heads bowed, 
but if any did I think it was from sheer 
fatigue and not intimidation. 
The crowd becam e thicker and m o re 
intense. One w om an — I d judge her 
age at about 50 
threw a big rock at 
m e from behind. We were frequently 
hit by guards and our faces, lips, jaw s 
and foreheads w ere bleeding. 
The next time a woman threw a rock, 
she 
s u c c e s s fu lly

knocked me off m y feet. 
They kept pulling us by the ears. I 
knew

The most irritating part of the m arch

coordinating my rigid with Bob’s left 
(handcuffed to it) so I could deliver a 
left jab followed by a right. 
As he followed along in the crowd, I 
got the escort officer’s attention, I 
pointed to the man and demonstrated 
my intention and ability to deliver the 
one-two punch if he came out again. 
This was sort of a moment of truth 
for the officer. He visibly paled, then 
made his decision. 
The officer ran over to the man who 
was still trailing me, grabbed him by 
the shirt, shook him hard several 
times, shouted at him and I think he 
slapped him in the face. The man didn’t 
give us any more trouble after that. 
The crowd overflowed into the street 
more and more until we had a path no 
wider than a pair of streetcar tracks. 
People were able to pummel us. The 
cameras had long ago disappeared. 
We made a left turn to the soccer 
stadium. The path was a 45-degree turn 
where the crowd was solidly massed. 
I could see one or two pairs of 
prisoners fighting their way through, 
sometimes crawling, often kicking and 
punching. 
At this point in that parade I did feel 
fear. I thought we might be mashed. 
It was like fighting for 15 yards in a 
football game with no rules. We were 
fighting the enraged people, and the 
thing was now out of hand. Bob and I 
finally got to the stadium. 
Once inside, with no crowd left, the 
army men seemed even more relieved 
than we were. They jabbered and 
smiled among themselves while we 
seized the chance to talk among our­ 
selves. 
On the way back in the truck, I was 
talking to Bobby Risner and I missed a 
danger signal, a cough.

See stabilized park system

WASHINGTON (AP) 
After a 
century of expansion, it may be time to 
Ix'gin “ stabilizing” the National Park 
System, says its new director, Ronald 
Walker. 
The Park Service may eventually 
acquire selected new areas to “ round 
out” its holdings, Walker said, but at 
present he is putting more emphasis on 
improving parks already within the 
system. 
The difficult task of creating and 
improving parks in and near large 
population centers of the east, where 
the National Park Service now has 
relatively little land, should be pursued 
mainly by state and im*a1 governments, 
Walker said. 
He said the National Park Service 
would help with advice and counseling. 
Walker outlined his views in his first 
interview since 
taking 
office two 
months ago. 
A former presidential advance-man 
with no previous experience in park 
management, Walker said he was still 
learning about the park service and its 
problems. 
Walker expressed admiration for the 
expertise gained by his predecessor, 
George L. Hartzog Jr., who has worked 
in the Interior Department for 26 years 


and headed the National Park Service 
for nine years before President Nixon 
assigned Walker to replace him. 
He said he planned to continue and 
expand some of tin* programs started 
experimentally by Hartzog, to cope 
with increasingly heavy pressures on 
the parks from a growing population. 
But Walker said it was time to “ take 
a step back now and see where we’re 
going.” 
He said the master plans prepared 
years ago for tin* existing national 
parks were all being reviewed to up 
date them 
Here are highlights of the interview 
with Walker: 
Q “ The President’s 
1974 budget 
seeks a $50 million increase in national 
park funding How will the money la* 
used?” 
A “ The budget is to help us in the 
new areas ... it was not there before, to 
do anything with these new areas: tin* 
Gateway East (New York-New Je r­ 
sey), Gateway West (San Francisco), 
Buffalo River, portions of Cumberland 
Gap and other areas. 
“ The rest of it is going for upgrading 
of facilities. They have had a great deal 
of difficulty in the past bringing these 
facilities up to the standard that could 
and should be there for the visiting 
public.”

Q “ What kind of services need 
improvement?” 
A “ The displays 
in 
the visitor 
centers, for example. Some of them are 
ten or 15 years old. Sure, they still tell 
the story, but in some cases nature has 
taken its course and some changes 
have resulted. 
“ Roads, trails, with the visitation 
that tin* National Park Service is ex­ 
periencing. There’s been a 99 per cent 
increase since 1964 in visitation and a 
19 per cent increase in National Park 
Service personnel. 
“ Also, we have 298 areas, some of 
which I ’d never heard of. I just feel it’s 
incumbent upon us to let people know 
that, look, you may not have to drive all 
the way across the United States of 
America; you may have a tremendous 
experience within IOO, 200, 3(H) miles 
where you have facilities where you 
could camp; and, hopefully alleviate 
what has been iii the past tremendous 
traffic jams (in more famous parks),” 
Q “ Have any decisions been made 
about restricting the number of visitors 
or cars in the parks?” 
A “ No, we don’t anticipate that, 
going into this season. 
'Transportation (by private car) on 
the floor of Yosemite has been stopped 
for a couple of years and apparently it 
worked very well.”

In California, a recently freed POW, 
Air Force Lt. Col. Louis H. Bernasconi, 
gathered his mother and 14-year-old 
daughter into his arms and wept for joy 
Sunday as the crowd cheered thun­

In Massachusetts, freed POW Air 
Force Maj. Fernando Alexander told a 
welcoming crowd: 
“ We traveled 
almost halfway around the world 
today. Thank God it was all the way 
home.” 
In Texas, ex-POW Capt. William A. 
Spencer arriving home said: “ It’s nice 
to be in the land of the Stars and Stripes 
and Playboy magazine and those kinds 
of things.” 
Army Capt. Robert T. White, the last 
American to be released by 
the 
Communists, was limping when he 
arrived Sunday at Clark Air Base in the 
Philippines for processing. He was 
liberated by the Viet Cong in the 
Mekong Delta, where his light ob­ 
servation plane had been shot down. 
Doctors at Clark today described his 
condition after his first sleep in 
freedom since 1969 as satisfactory, but 
said he was being treated for a slight 
case of malaria.

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Clues are sought in Cincinnati 
to blast fatal to 7; 15 hurt 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P) — Arson 
investigators today sifted through the 
debris of an explosion that killed seven 
and injured 15 Saturday night. 
Asst. Fire Chief Robert Schinaman 
said Sunday night that the debris was 
being moved to a vacant lot for ex­ 
amination. 
Officials said they hoped to learn 
what caused the gas leak that ap­ 
parently triggered the blast. 
Two crane shovels were removing 
the debris from three buildings and 
loading it into city trucks for the 
transfer. Workmen were also seeking a 
possible eighth body. 


Five of the victims were believed to 
have been in a rear room at Clara and 
Al s Cafe at the time of the blast. 


The explosion rocked the downtown 
area, spewing debris as much as a 
block away.

However, Baird did tell reporters 
that he was “ shot when I was captured 
and ... handcuffed to a bed for four or 
five days.’’ 
“ They thought I wasn’t telling the 
truth,” said Baird, “ and they pointed a 
pistol at me several times because I re­ 
fused to listen to propaganda and I 
refused to get off my bed. 
“ I 
received 
very 
little 
medical 
treatment from the Communists,” said 
Baird. “They saved my life, but what 
little they did was very poor.” 
Baird was released March 5, after 4 
years and IO months as a prisoner. 
He said the POWs heard “ anything 
that had to do with people against the 
war.” 
“ We heard the Communist side of it. 
I did not believe it, but there was 
nothing else to read,” Baird said. 
Baird said nearly all the prisoners 
with him “ were originally listed as 
missing in action.” 
“ But I don’t think there are any more 
there,” he said “ I think everyone’s out 
now.”

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Good news on seals, w hales 


Another View 


The news on a recent day included 
two items of heartening import to 
conservationists. 
Both 
originated 
from 
Washington 
The 
National 
Marine Fisheries Service report the 
highest count of gray whales off the 
California coast since it began the 
count six years ago. 


An a g re e m e n t with 
C an ad a, 
Japan and the Soviet 
Union to 
suspend the harvesting of fur seals 
on St. George Island in the Pribilof 
group off Alaska was announced by 
the Department of Commerce. 


Both the seals and whales are 
species w hich have occasioned 
particular concern. The gray whale 
is lister, by the government a s an 


endangered species. The fur seal is 
of interest to both conservationists 
and persons disturbed by the club 
and-knife slau g h terin g 
m ethod 
commonly used 


It is good to learn, thus, that this 
w inter’s gray whale count was more 
than 400 above that in 1971-72 , and 
almost 200 higher than the number 
re co rd e d in the 1967-68 count. 
Though weather, viewing conditions 
and other factors have a bearing on 
this, the latest total does fairly in­ 
dicate that the gray whale is at least 
holding its own. 


As tor the seals, experts are 
worried because they find that in the 
past three years there have been 


“unexplained downward trends in 
the m ale population despite careful 
m anagement . . .” The long-run in 
this, were the trend to continue, is 
evident. 
To learn more about the causes of 
this decline, scientists will compare 
the seal population on St. George 
Island with that on nearby St. Paul 
Island where the taking ot lur seals 
will be permitted to continue. 
This will naturally not satisfy 
those who favor an absolute ban on 
the taking of seals for their fur. The 
international agreement and related 
study of the seal population is a 
noteworthy start, however, on more 
judicious management of a valued 
animal species.

Watergate: an idiotic episode 


The more 
we 
learn 
about 
the 
Watergate affair, the more puzzled we 
become. By “ w e” I mean those of us 
who have spent a good deal of time 
inside Presidential politics. 


Putting aside the interesting conflict 
between the Administration’s devotion 
to law and order (to say nothing of the 
“work ethic” ) and the sequence of 
events which 
has led 
the 
Acting 
Director of the F.B.I. to accuse the 
President’s counsel of lying to an 
agent, what kind of characters would 
have authorized and lavishly financed 
that idiotic episode? 


The answer that immediately comes 
to mind is that the Watergate break-in 
and bugging could only have been 
sponsored by men who knew less about 
national 
politics than

do 
about 
astrophysics 


Indeed, were it not for the intrinsic 
seriousness of actions w hich un­ 
dermine the credibility of our political 
system, the Watergate caper resem ­ 
bled a fraternity prank It was simply 
asinine both

Frankly, the only reason to give the 
North Vietnamese a nickel would be to 
bribe them to keep the peace Iii is is an 
admittedly 
ignoble reason, 
but 
it 
appeals to the practical streak in many 
Americans 
who have no love for 
Communists of any stripe. 
There is Sen. Strom Thurmond of 
South Carolina, for example. Strom, 
who is as m uch of an anti communist 
hardliner as any man in the Senate, 
says he is “essentially opposed to 
giving aid lo North Vietnam.” Rut he 
adds that “ we must keep an open mind 
or, the subject, based on practical 
co nsiderations and the n e c e ssa ry 
sa fe g u a rd s.’* The “ p ra c tic a l con­ 
siderations” are that Hanoi, once it 
gets the money, will stay bribed and 
will not spend the funds on rebuilding 
its warmaking machinery. 
Although I hate to say it, I find 
myself going along with Thurm ond’s 
rather schizoid position. The North 
Vietnamese don’t deserve a 
cent; 
indeed, they ought to be compelled to 
give reparations to the South Viet­ 
namese, the laotians, and the Cam- 
bodians. But if a bribe will work, lives 
will be spared. 


SO IWK of m y good friends in the 
American Conservative Union say they 
are “unalterably opposed to aid to 
North Vietnam.’’ And they quote House 
Minority Leader Gerald F ord’s 1965 
statement that “ friendship, security 
and solid international relations cannot 
be bought with dollars.’’ M. Stanton 
Kvans, the* ACU chairman, in sup­ 
porting the position of his organization, 
recalls the experience the ancient 
Saxons had when 
they raised the 
famous Danegeld tax to buy off tin4 
Danish despoilers of Britain’s North 
Seacoast The Danes took the money, 
but it didn’t stop them from renewing 
the raids It was Rudyard Kipling who 
wrote that “once you have paid him the 
Dane Geld 
you never get rid of the 
Dane.” 
The Kipling line applies to almost all 
blackmail situations. But, like Sen. 
Thurm ond, 
I 
question the 
com ­ 
pleteness of any anaolgy that would 
cast the North Vietnamese as modern 
collectors of a Danegeld. The Danes 
came back to ravish tin4 British coast 
for the good and sufficient reason that 
the Saxons lacked the physical power 
to stop them. A “ Dangegeld” apid to 
Hanoi, however, would be designed to 
give the South Vietnamese, not in

United States through his non political 
talents I think, perhaps naively, and 
he, and every other candidate for 
President of the United States in my 
time, would have blocked it instantly 
on moral grounds. 
But beyond that, he would be fully 
aware of the inherent stupidity of even 
a successful bugging of the office of 
L aw rence 
O ’B rien, 
then 
the 
Democratic national chairman. 
O’Brien grew up in what might be 
called the “original sin” school of 
politics — Joseph P. Kennedy Sr., 
dean; 
Kenneth 
O’Donnell, 
student 
advisor. The first rule one learned in 
this school was always to assume the 
worst case: for instance, take for 
granted the existence of opposition 
spies 
in 
your 
midst, 
figure 
that 
somebody has bugged the headquar­ 
ters, and that the phones are tapped. 
(Not by the FBI, the C J A , or any 
official agency, but by private elec­ 
tronic experts.) 


As a consequence of this, any real 
political business w as in v aria b le 
conducted well outside the office. One 
would call O'Brien about some ticklish 
political m a tte r and sim ply say, 
“ Larry, I think we ought to have a talk 
Why don’t I drop by in half an hour?’’

Watergate, you would rem ark on what 
a lovely day it was and suggest a walk 


And as you ambled along the bank of 
the Potomac, you would get down to 
business. 


I AM SI R F that the Republicans, 
that is, the real professionals, operate 
on roughly the sam e set of assum p­ 
tions. This sort of atmosphere does 
have a “chilling effect,” but one adapts 
to it quickly. It is not really com ­ 
parable to the environment of a “ police 
state” ; anybody with some knowledge 
of electronics and $25 can get in the 
bugging business, and the police are, in 
my judgment, minimal offenders. 
The Watergate operation was, in 
other words, a political Amateur Hour. 
And the reason it obviously received 
support from White House personnel is 
that the Nixon White House is staffed 
with political am ateurs. 
Nobody in Mr. Nixon’s top echelon 
has ever been elected tree warden (an 
office on our Massachusetts ballot last 
month) and they look like the boys 
from Delta Sigma Chi. 
But W atergate was not a fraternity 
prank 
One cannot 
with 
impunity 
tam per with the electoral process, and 
any efforts by the White House to cover 
up 
staff 
involvem ent 
m ust 
be 
ruthlessly disposed of. 
The doctrine of Executive Privilege 
may frustrate a congressional com ­ 
mittee, but it cuts no ice with a grand 
jury.

volved in the bribe, time to strengthen 
their defenses, to learn how to operate 
a modern air force, and to contain any 
North Vietnamese encam ped south of 
the demilitarized zone. 
The bribe would be in the nature of a 
holding operation. If it didn’t work, 
there would be nothing to keep the 
Nixon Administration from denouncing 
Hanoi and mining anew the port of 
Haiphong 
If the ancient Saxons had 
had the equivalent of the B 52s, their 
Danegeld tax might have been a one- 
shot affair. It would have deprived 
Rudyard Kipling of a brave and ringing 
poetic line, but, given the requisite will 
on the part of the Saxons, it would have 
stopped raids on the North Sea shores. 


W HEN I SAY I arn for offering Hanoi 
the bribe to keep the peace, I do so 
under one condition: I would, at the 
moment tin4 money is delivered, give 
the Saigon government some bombing 
planes with sufficient range to reach 
the North Vietnamese dikes in the Red 


River delta. It would be thoroughly 
understood that if the North Viet­ 
namese used the money to rebuild their 
war machine and started moving men 
and equipment over the Ho Chi Minh 
trail into South Vietnam, we would look 
the other way while Saigon drowned 
Hanoi’s aagricultural economy. With 
the South 
Vietnamese 
in 
a 
good 
position to stop the North Vietnamese 
Gen. Giap by inundating his rear, the 
Danegeld analogy would break down 
completely. 
All of this talk about bribing Hanoi to 
keep the peace will probably come to 
naught anyway. The North Vietnamese 
obviously do not intend to withdraw 
from Laos and Cambodia, and they will 
almost certainly continue to wage 
some form of warfare in the sections of 
South Vietnam they now occupy. With 
the war continuing, it is hardly likely 
that Hanoi will get a penny out of the 
U.S. Senate, and Sen. Thurmond won t 
have to worry about the morality of his 
split position.

The right to die with dignity should 
he everybody’s right. The Euthanasia 
Education Council (whose meetings I 
have 
personally 
attended) in 
New 
York, has made available “A Living 
Will.” It reads as follows: 
“To My Family, My Physician, My 
Clergyman, My Lawyer: If the time 
conies when I can no longer take part in 
decisions for my own future, let this 
statement stands as the testament of 
my wishes: 
“If 
there 
is 
no 
reasonable 
ex­ 
pectation of my recovery from physical 
or mental or spiritual disability, I 
(name) request that I be allowed to die 
and not be kept alive by artificial 
means or heroic measures. Death is as 
much a reality as birth, growth, ma­ 
turity and old age—it is the one cer­ 
tainty. I do not fear death as much as I 
fear the indignity or deterioration, 
dependence, and hopeless pain. I ask 
that drugs be mercifully administered 
to me for terminal suffering even if 
they hasten the moment of death. 
“ This request is made while I am in 
good health and spirits. Although this 
document is not legally binding, you 
who care for me will, I hope, feel 
morally hound to follow its mandates. I 
recognize it places a heavy burden on 
responsibility upon you, and it is with 
the intention of sharing that respon­ 
sibility and of mitigating any feelings 
of guilt that this statement is made.” 
Sign document in the presence of 
witnesses, and give it to your family 
physician, attorney, and-or a member 
of your family. (Better yet, obtain 
three copies, and give each one a copy.

Legislators seek action on Lake Erie erosion 


WASHINGTON 
— 
Recently, the 
details of the Administration’s special 
revenue 
sharing 
proposals 
for 
elementary education were revealed to 
the House Education and Labor 
Committee. 
The legislation received a rather cool 
reception — to say the least — from 
both Republicans and Democrats alike 
on the committee. It is very unlikely, 
therefore, that the committee would 
report these proposals favorably to the 
House for passage. 
On the other hand, it is also unlikely 
that the Administration would be very 
willing to consider extending the 
present educational aid programs if 
the revenue sharing proposals are not 
passed 
or 
until 
a 
com prom ise 
agreement can be reached. 


THIS DEADLOCK is a very serious 
matter and poses a very real dilemma 
for the 19,000 public school districts in 
America. Current federal programs 
for aid to education will expire at the 
end of this fiscal year (that is, on June 
30). 
Unless some sort of legislation is 
agreed upon, these districts could face 
the prospect of beginning the new 
school year in the fall without federal 
aid. 
For many of the poorer areas, this 
would be nearly impossible. 
Consequently, I do believe that — in 
the event of a stalemate 
some sort of 
continuing resolution would be enacted 
to prevent this. 
The $2.7 billion Administration 
proposal 
would 
convert 
the 
30 
categorical grant-in-aid programs into 
five block grants to assist: disadvan­ 
taged children; the handicapped; 
vocational training; federal employee 
impact areas; and support services 
such as textbook purchases and 
school lunch programs. 
Two programs — library services 
and strengthening state departments 
of education 
would be eliminated. 


OF THESE, the proposal to alter the 
formula payment of money to states 
for improving the education of low 
income or disadvantaged children has 
attracted the most controversy. 
First, it would supplant the popular 
Title I program now funded through 
the 
Elem entary 
and 
Secondary 
Education Act of 1965. For fiscal ‘74, 
states would receive at least IOO per 
cent of the amount they received last 
year, but in the following years, the 
states which now spend more than the 
national average per child from their

local and state funds would lose money. 
HEW statistics indicate that under 
this formula, Ohio would get more 
money for the education of disad­ 
vantaged, going from $46.5 million in 
fiscal 73 to $49.9 million in fiscal 75. 


AFTER the state allotment has been 
determined, the money 
would 
be 
distributed in such a way that areas 
with a high concentration of disad­ 
vantaged students — with the highest 
poverty ranking — would receive funds 
first. 
In addition, no school district 
receiving less than $10,000 in federal 
aid would receive an allocation, and 
the whole proposal would eliminate 
approximately one million students 
from th e6.1 million disadvantaged now 
served under Title I. 
The “ strings” attached to this 
provision would also require that 75 per 
cent 
of the money 
allocated 
for 
disadvantaged students must be spent 
on reading and mathematics. 
Of the other categories, I am parti­ 
cularly concerned that the quality of 
vocational education, 
education of 
the handicapped and special services 
is not diminished by special revenue 
sharing changes. All three would be 
combined into one allocation for each 
state. While 43 per cent of the total 
allocation would be for vocational 
education, and 16 per cent would go to 
the handicapped, up to 30 per cent of 
these amounts could be switched to any 
other category except impact aid. 
I would have to be assured that the 
Sixth District of Ohio schools — where 
the vocational money is particularly 
needed — would not get lost in the 
shuffle for these funds. 
There is very little question but that 
these revenue sharing proposals face 
an uphill battle in the Congress and 
that time is running out for the current 
programs. 
Whatever the shortcomings of the 
latter, however, I do not believe the 
existing laws should be allowed to 
expire if the differences cannot be 
resolved, for the losers in the battle 
would be neither the Congress nor the 
Administration, but the school children 
of America.

balloon, says Faye IL Stewart of 
Eugene, Ore. 
It’s not only cheaper and faster but 
also ecologically much better, he feels. 
Stewart, a lumber executive, uses 
balloons nu feet tall and 108 feet in 
diameter and says he’s been tran­ 
sporting huge logs commercially for IO 
years. 
“Three years ago it reached the point 
where it was economical,” he said 
Friday between conferences with 
legislators and government officials. 
"We fly logs, from the point at which 
the tree is felled, down the slopes to 
where trucks wait on roads, and they 
never touch the ground,’’ Ik* added. 
“We pick up from one to seven or eight 
logs on each turn.” 
“This method leaves the ground 
undisturbed there’s no siltation or 
erosion and it cuts roadbuilding costs 
by more than half. We used to use heli­ 
copters for the same purpose, but this 
method is only 25 per cent as costly.” 
Stewart says his balloons hold 500,000 
cubic feet of helium and have a lifting 
capacity of 24,(HK) pounds.

The delays are serious enough to 
raise questions about the ability of 
government and industry to step up the 
pace of development, especially to help 
meet energy requirements in the next 
decade. 


AKC and industry spokesmen con 
cede the going has been rough in recent 
years and serious difficulties remain, 
but they say 1972 may have repre­ 
sented a turning point away from their 
problems 


Chief reason for their cautious op­ 
timism : 


- Besides the plants now operating 
or under construction, 77 others 
already are contracted tor, including a 
record 35 ordered in 1972. The 35 plants 
together would generate 12.5 million 
kilowatts, almost three times the 
present nuclear generating capacity 
which provides alout four per cent of 
the nation’s electricity. 


The AEC says a similar amount of 
nuclear generating capacity is ex­ 
pected to Im* contracted for in 1973, 
adding that “ the situation on con­ 
struction slippages is viewed as 
temporary and continued strong 
growth of nuclear jiower additions is 
expected to occur.”

The AEC, in a draft of a proposed 
new report to Congress on the safety of 
nuclear reactors, says the chances are 
only about one in IOO billion each year 
of a truly major accident, one releasing 
5 million curies of radioactivity. A 
curie is equivalent to the radiation 
released by one gram of radium.

Battles under way [ 
across Cambodia 
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Ohio voting reforms advocated 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (AP) — 
Government troops are reported 
fighting their first major offensive 
operation in 15 months, hut other units 
closer to the capital have fled under 
Communist pressure. 
Field reports said Communist forces 
drove the government soldiers from 
Prasat Nsang Khmau, 33 miles south of 
Phnom Penh. The reports said 50 
government soldiers v,ere killed and 80 
wounded in the battle Saturday before 
they reached the town of Chambak, 
four miles away. 
Another government garrison about 
15 miles southeast of Chambak was hit 
by about 1,000 rounds of mortar fire 
Saturday, and those troops also rushed 
to Chambak, according to the reports. 
As they fled, the reports said, the 
government soldiers were pursued by 
two American armored personnel 
carriers captured by the Communists. 
The evacuating troops left behind five 
105mm howitzers, six mortars and 
eight trucks loaded with ammunition. 
The new offensive by the Cambodian 
government is against Khmer Rouge 
guerrillas holding Mi. Kirirom, 60 
miles southwest of Phnom Penh The 
campaign has not been announced by 
the military command, but the army 
newspaper The Resistance said in its 
Sunday edition the operation got un­ 
derway March 25. 
This report said the government 
force had captured several positions at

Committee met here Saturday and 
voted to create a special committee to 
keep a watch on the progress of pen­ 
ding election reform measures in the 
legislature. 
Democratic leaders adopted a 
resolution

on

Republican Party and all other 
political forties in the state to join in 
urging the legislature to pass election 
reforms. 
State Sen. Marigene Valiquette, D-ll 
Toledo, warned that the Democrats 
have “ some balance now" that they 


didn’t have before they took control in 
the House. 
The committee also voted Saturday 
to place Henry Donnell of Paulding 
County on the Democratic State 
Central Committee, replacing Robert 
Reider of Port Clinton, who resigned. 
The election reforms urged by 
Democrats include:

— Allowing registration of voters by 
deputy registrars with county-wick* 
jurisdiction. 
— Requiring hoards of election to 
publish voter directories and make 
them available to the public. 
Holding Ohio's non-presidential 
year primaries on the first Tuesday 
after the second Monday in September, 
and holding them on the first Tuesday 
after the second Monday in June in 
presidential election years.

N EW YO RK (AP) — The 51st annual 
convention of the National Association 
of Broadcasters has signed off, leaving 
the industry to worry about topless 
matters amid hope for good legislative 
news. 
Topless’’ radio talk shows that treat 
sexual matters lightly and with a leer 
emerged as a major concern for the 
NAB leadership at last week’s con­ 
vention in Washington, D.C. 
On 
the 
positive 
side, 
the 
con­ 
ventioneers decamped for home with 
optimism Congress will revise the 
Federal Communications Act to extend 
the three-year period that broadcast 
licenses now can be held and tighten 
the rules of competition for them at 
license renewal time. 
The hope and worry are at par­ 
ticularly high levels this year because 
NAB is making a concerted effort to get 
Congress 
to 
lengthen 
broadcast 
licenses to five years. 
Virtually all the 83 broadcast license 
bills now before Congress specify this 
period, according to a spokesman for 
NAB, which represents 3,620 radio and 
534 TV stations, in addition to the four 
radio and three television networks in 
the United States. 
It s a powerful group, but it moved 
briskly last Tuesday when the FCC said 
it was starting a “ nonpublic ’” inquiry 
into alleged cases of broadcast ob­ 
scenity. 
By nightfall, the N A B’s board of 
directors unanimously had adopted a 
resolution that in effect seeks to per­ 
suade NAB members and the entire in­ 
dustry to tone down or throw out spicy 
broadcasting that is causing heavy 
public and congressional gripes at a 
critical time. 
M ( 
chairman Dean Burch ham­ 
mered home the point the next day in a 
speech to the N A B’s closing session. He 
assailed topless radio as “ prurient 
trash,” “ electronic voyeurism’’ and 
“ garbage, pure and simple.” 


He urged the industry to put pressure 
on tasteless broadcasters and praised 
the NAB resolution as a good start. 
Ironically, despite all the con­ 
gressional clamor over what many 
listeners say is obscenity or indecency, 
in topless radio, such programs aren’t 
exactly rampant in America. There are 
about 12 on the air today, according to 
“ Broadcasting,” 
an 
industry 
magazine.

Partnership misunderstandings are 
certainly not a rarity, even in the 
highest echelons of bridge. 
Consider 
this deal from the 1969 Trials where 
George Rapee and Sidney Lazard 
settled in four hearts with a 4-1 trump 
fit, when all the time they could have 
made six clubs with perfectly normal 
play. 


Even if West had led a trump 
originally, declarer would still have 
succeeded. After cashing the A K C} of 
trumps and A K of spades, felling the 
queen. South would play the jack of 
clubs. 


Whether West covered or not, 
declarer would lead the jack of spades 
at the earliest opportunity and discard 
a diamond. Regardless of how the 
opponents elected to defend thereafter 
South would make ten tricks for sure, 
and if the defense slipped only slightly 
he would finish with eleven. 
But despite the amazing outcome of 
the hand, we continue to recommend to 
our readers that they avoid 4-1 trumps 
fits!

Be Careful About Vitamins 


With all the talk and concentration on 
vitamins, I don’t recall reading any 
definitive article on the dangers of too 
much vitamin intake. 
I read the numbers on the labels, but 
they have no meaning to me. One of the 
things that confuses me is the use of the 
phrase “ daily requirement” on labels. 
If the particular pill fills the “ daily 
requirement” 
need 
for 
certain 
vitamins, does that mean that food 
eaten containing that vitamin would be 
dangerously excessive?

Dear Mrs. H.: 
The emphasis, and sometimes 
overemphasis, on vitamins has in­ 
troduced much confusion to many 
people. 
One of the reasons for this confusion 
is that some manufacturers oversell 
their product by asking the consumer 
to compare the “ numbers” on their 
label with that of another manufac­ 
turer. 
It is understandable that “ higher 
numbers” may seem to be more im­ 
pressive than “ lower numbers” even 
though the body may not require such a 
large quantity. 
Fortunately, the wisdom of the body 
is such that it has its own protective 
devices against the excess use of some 
vitamins. That which is not needed is 
excreted through the urine. 
Many physicians learn that some 
patients falsely reason about vitamins 
in the following way: 
They believe that if one vitamin 
tablet is good, two are better, and three 


are best. Herein lies a real danger, 
especially to children. 
A condition does exist called “ hyper- 
vitaminosis,” 
which 
is an 
illness 
caused by the excessive intake of 
vitamins, especially Vitamins A and D. 
Overzealous vitam in enthusiasts 
frequently take many times the 
described dose for the prevention of a 
deficiency which they may not even 
have had. 
Most vitamins, 
unlike excessive 
doses of Vitamins A and D, are not 
toxic and are relatively safe even in 
large quantities. 
Too much Vitamin D can cause 
severe toxic effects in adults and 
especially in infants. 
Children and adults need about 400 
USP units of Vitamin I) for daily 
requirement. When a deficiency is 
known to exist, treatment demands 
between 500 USP and 1500 USP units a 
day. 
A textbook could be filled with 
symptoms illustrating the dangers of 
massive uncontrolled and senseless 
overuse of Vitamin D. 
Vitamin A is the othc>r vitamin that 
can cause multiple symptoms when 
taken in excess. The normal daily 
requirements for it are 5,000 USP units. 
When a deficiency is known to exist by 
the doctor, replacement treatment can 
go up to 50,000 USP units in adults, to 
control the condition

to 
cause

vitaminosis in anyone taking vitamins 
in prescribed or reasonable amounts 
Pupfish being nurtured;

They feed on algae, 
plankton, insects and smaller fish 
Plentiful as recently as 50 years ago, 
the fish were virtually wiped out by the 
intrusion of modern man, who drained 
their habitats and introduced alien 
species of fish that ate both the pup 
fish’s food and the pupfish.

recalls brutal 
Hanoi march 1 M ove protests high prices

I'd like to take you to the Hanoi 
March. A night of brutal spectacle, 
with the population having at us as we 
went through the streets and a night in 
which many men were tortured for 
confessions at the Hilton and the Zoo. 
The North Vietnamese frustration 
and 
indignation 
against 
what 
our 
country was doing and what the POWS 
were doing, and not doing, reached a 
peak in the summer of 1966. 
It was a year of terror tactics against 
the entire m ass of POWS rather than 
against groups or individuals as later. 
They 
w ere 
getting 
not 
only 
biographies but confessions from many 
men in their anger and I believe in an 
effort to intimidate American actions 
in the war by proffering us as hostages. 
They began to threaten war crime 
trials. This pitch of indignation reached 
its highest form of expression during 
the Hanoi March. 
Late in the afternoon of July 6, we 
heard many doors opening in the camp 
and a number of us were taken to

My 
over-all impression of their aim at this 
time is that they planned a spectacle 
which would humiliate us. 
We were unloaded downtown and 
lined up in columns on a main street, 
about IO yards between pairs. Right in 
front of me was one of several trucks 
loaded with news correspondents, big 
still cameras and big movie cameras. 
Before we started moving and as the 
cameras began to roll, I tried my best 
to look as unrepentant as I could. 
I unbuttoned to look carefree. I made 
an obscene gesture toward the crowd. 
At that point one of the guards told 
Bob and me, “ You will have to bow 
your heads.” 
Suddenly I comprehended the whole 
idea. So I shouted an order up ahead: 
“ Nobody bows his head. Pass the 
word.” 
And I turned and shouted the sam e 
thing to the pair behind me. 
I believe that I’m not the only one 
who gave that order but I gave it. I’m 
pretty sure the order was passed 
throughout. 
The march began. The people were 
screa m in g . 
I 
think 
they 
w ere 
screaming something like, “kowtow, 
kowtow.” 
We did not bow our heads. 
W7e were protected by a cordon of 
guards wearing red scarves with arms 
linked together to hold back the crowd. 
The arm y’s part in this was to simply 
bend us through the street at bayonet 
point and afford the proper expression 
of subjugation and repentance. 
As the march progressed, we began 
to tire and sweat profusely, having had 
no recent, comparable exercise. The 
crowd was standing about 15 deep on 
each side of the street and the heat 
from all the bodies was tremendous. 
The big object of the parade was to 
bow our heads as we went through the 
streets. 
As far as I could see no heads bowed, 
but if any did I think it was from sheer 
fatigue and not intimidation. 
The crowd became thicker and more 
intense. One woman — I’d judge her 
age at about 50 — threw a big rock at 
me from behind. We were frequently 
hit by guards and our faces, lips, jaws 
and foreheads were bleeding. 
The next time a woman threw a rock,

coordinating my right with Bob’s left 
(handcuffed to it) so I could deliver a 
left jab followed by a right. 
As he followed along in the crowd, I 
got the escort officer’s attention, I 
pointed to the man and demonstrated 
my intention and ability to deliver the 
onc-two punch if he came out again. 
This was sort of a moment of truth 
for the officer. He visibly paled, then 
made his decision. 
The officer ran over to the man who 
was still trailing me, grabbed him by 
the shirt, shook 
him 
hard several 
times, shouted at him and I think he 
slapped him in the face. The man didn’t 
give us any more trouble after that. 
The crowd overflowed into the street 
more and more until we had a path no 
wider than a pair of streetcar tracks. 
People were able to pummel us. The 
cameras had long ago disappeared. 
We made a left turn to the soccer 
stadium. The path was a 45-degree turn 
where the crowd was solidly massed. 
I could see one or two pairs of 
prisoners fighting their w ay through, 
sometimes crawling, often kicking and 
punching. 
At this point in that parade I did feel 
fear.

After a 
century of expansion, it may be time to 
begin “ stabilizing’’ the National Park 
System, says its new director, Ronald 
Walker. 
The Park Service may eventually 
acquire selected new areas to “ round 
out ’ its holdings, W alker said, but at 
present he is putting more emphasis on 
improving parks already within the 
system. 
The difficult task of creating and 
improving parks in and near large 
population centers of the east, where 
the National Park Service now has 
relatively little land, should be pursued 
mainly by state and local governments, 
W alker said. 
He said the National Park Service 
would help with advice and counseling. 
W alker outlined his views in his first 
interview 
since 
taking 
office 
two 
months ago. 
A former presidential advance-man 
with no previous experience in park 
management, Walker said he was still 
learning about the park service and its 
problems. 
W alker expressed admiration for the 
expertise gained by his predecessor, 
George L. Hartzog Jr., who has worked 
in the Interior Department for 26 years 


and headed the National Park Service 
for nine years before President Nixon 
assigned Walker to replace him. 
He said he planned to continue and 
expand some of the programs started 
experimentally by Hartzog, to cope 
with increasingly heavy pressures on 
the parks from a growing population. 
But Walker said it was time to “ take 
a step back now and see where w e’re 
going.’’ 
He said the master plans prepared 
years ago for the existing national 
parks were* all being reviewed to up­ 
date them. 
Here are highlights of the interview 
with Walker: 
Q—“ The 
President’s 
1974 
budget 
seeks a $50 million increase in national 
park funding. How will the money be 
used?” 
A 
“ The budget is to help us in the 
new areas ... it was not there before, to 
do anything with these new areas: the 
Gateway East (New York-New Je r ­ 
sey), Gateway West (San Francisco), 
Buffalo River, portions of Cumberland 
Gap *.nd other areas. 
“ The rest of it is going for upgrading 
of facilities. They have had a great deal 
of difficulty in the past bringing these 
facilities up to the standard that could 
and should be there for the visiting 
public.” 


Q “ What 
kind of services 
need 
improvement?’’ 
A 
“ The 
displays 
in 
the 
visitor 
centers, for example. Some of them are 
ten or 15 years old. Sure, they still tell 
the story, but in some cases nature has 
taken its course and some changes 
have resulted. 
“Roads, trails, with the visitation 
that the National Park Service is ex­ 
periencing. There’s been a 99 per cent 
increase since 1964 in visitation and a 
19 per cent increase in National Park 
Service personnel. 
“ Also, we have 298 areas, some of 
which I d never heard of. I just feel it’s 
incumbent upon us to let people know 
that, look, you may not have to drive all 
the way across the United States of 
Am erica; you may have a tremendous 
experience within KH), 200, 3(H) miles 
where you have facilities where you 
could camp; and, hopefully alleviate 
what has been in the past tremendous 
traffic jams (in more famous parks).” 
Q “ Have any decisions been made 
about restricting the number of visitors 
or cars in the parks?” 
A 
“ No, we don’t anticipate that, 
going into this season. 
“ Transportation (by private car) on 
the floor of Yosemite has been stopped 
tor a couple of years and apparently it 
worked very well.”

CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P) — Arson 
investigators today sifted through the 
debris of an explosion that killed seven 
and injured 15 Saturday night. 
Asst. Fire Chief Robert Schinaman 
said Sunday night that the debris was 
being moved to a vacant lot for ex­ 
amination. 
Officials said they hoped to learn 
what caused the gas leak that ap­ 
parently triggered the blast. 
Two crane shovels were removing 
the debris from three buildings and 
loading it into city trucks for the 
transfer. Workmen were also seeking a 
possible eighth body.

tiwar protestors “ hadn’t raised so 
much hell and made so many demon­ 
strations, w e’d have been home 
earlier.”

there to do a job and did it. If I had to do 
it again, I would.” 
Baird, who is partially paralyzed in 
his lower legs and has internal injuries,

5 Steve Sutton, who 
drove Baird home, refused to lot the 
Wooster native answer questions 
related to prisoner torture, amnesty 
and U.S. aid to North Vietnam. 
However, Baird did tell reporters 
that he was “ shot when I was captured 
and ... handcuffed to a bed for four or 
five days.” 
“ They thought I wasn’t telling the 
truth,” said Baird, "and they pointed a 
pistol at me several times because I re­ 
fused to listen to propaganda and I 
refused to get off my bed. 
" I 
received 
very 
little 
medical 
treatment from the Communists,” said 
Baird. "They saved my life, but what 
little they did was very poor.” 
Baird was released March 5, after 4 
years and IO months as a prisoner. 
He said the POWS heard “ anything 
that had to do with people against the 
war.” 
"W e heard the Communist side of it. 
I did not believe it, but there was 
nothing else to read,” Baird said. 
Baird said nearly all the prisoners 
with him "were originally listed as 
missing in action.” 
"But I don’t think there are any more 
there,” he said “ I think everyone’s out 
now.” 


Bartender John W. Johnson, 42. and 
his friends. W illiam Pagano, 71;

Also killed was Pearl Martin, 72, 
who, according to Mrs. Goode, was a 
bedridden invalid.

Good news on seals, whales

Another View 


The news on a recent day included 
two items of heartening import to 
conservationists. 
Both 
originated 
from 
Washington. 
The 
National 
Marine Fisheries Service report the 
highest count of gray whales off the 
California coast since it began the 
count six years ago. 


An ag re e m e n t with 
Canada, 
Japan and the Soviet 
Union to 
suspend the harvesting of fur seals 
on St. George Island in the Pribilof 
group off Alaska was announced by 
the Department of Commerce. 


Both the seals and whales are 
species which have occasioned 
particular concern. The gray whale 
is listec by the government as an 


endangered species. The fur seal is 
of interest to both conservationists 
and persons disturbed by the club- 
and-knife slau g h terin g method 
commonly used. 


It is good to learn, thus, that this 
winter’s gray whale count was more 
than 400 above that in 1971-72 , and 
almost 200 higher than the number 
recorded in the 1967-68 count. 
Though weather, viewing conditions 
and other factors have a bearing on 
this, the latest total does fairly in­ 
dicate that the gray whale is at least 
holding its own 


As tor the seals, experts are 
worried because they find that in the 
past three years there have been 


“unexplained downward trends in 
the male population despite careful 
management . . 
The long-run in 
this, were the trend to continue, is 
evident. 
To learn m ore about the causes of 
this decline, scientists will compare 
the seal population on St. George 
Island with that on nearby St. Paul 
Island where the taking ot lur seals 
will be permitted to continue. 
This will naturally not satisfy 
those who favor an absolute ban on 
the taking of seals for their fur. The 
international agreement and related 
study of the seal population is a 
noteworthy start, however, on more 
judicious management of a valued 
animal species.

Director of the F.B.I. to accuse the 
President’s counsel of lying to an 
agent, what kind of characters would 
have authorized and lavishly financed 
that idiotic episode? 


The answer that immediately comes 
to mind is that the Watergate break-in 
and bugging could only have been 
sponsored by men who knew less about 
national 
politics than 
I 
do about 
astrophysics. 


Indeed, were it not for the intrinsic 
seriousness of actions which un­ 
dermine the credibility of our political 
system, the Watergate caper resem ­ 
bled a fraternity prank It was simply 
asinine 
both 
in 
conception 
and 
execution. 


FOR THIS REASON I have been 
convinced from 
the 
outset 
that 
President Nixon was totally unaware 
of the scenario. Richard Nixon did not 
become representative, senator, vice 
president, and finally President of the 


United States through his non political 
talents I think perhaps naively, and 
he, and every other candidate for 
President of the United States in my 
time, would have blocked it instantly 
on moral grounds. 
But beyond that, he would be fully 
aw are of the inherent stupidity of even 
a successful bugging of the office of 
L aw rence 
O ’B rien, 
then 
the 
Democratic national chairman 
O’Brien grew up in what might be* 
called the “original sin’’ school of 
politics — Joseph P. Kennedy Sr., 
dean; 
Kenneth 
O’Donnell, 
student 
advisor. The first rule one learned in 
this school was always to assume the 
worst case: for instance, take for 
granted the existence of opposition 
spies 
in 
your 
midst, 
figure 
that 
somebody has bugged the headquar­ 
ters, and that the phones are tapped. 
(Not by the FBI, the C I A., or any 
official agency, but by private elec­ 
tronic experts.) 


As a consequence of this, any real 
political business was invariable 
conducted well outside the office. One 
would call O’Brien about some ticklish 
political m a tte r and sim ply say, 
“ Larry, I think we ought to have a talk. 
Why don’t I drop by in half an hour?’’ 


Arriving 
at 
his 
office 
in

Watergate, you would remark on what 
a lovely day it was and suggest a walk 


And as you ambled along the bank of 
the Potomac, you would get down to 
business. 


I AM SURF that the Republicans, 
that is, the real professionals, operate 
on roughly the sam e set of assum p­ 
tions. This sort of atmosphere does 
have a “chilling effect,’’ but one adapts 
to it quickly. It is not really com­ 
parable to the environment of a “police 
state’’; anybody with some knowledge 
of electronics and $25 can get in the 
bugging business, and the police are, in 
my judgment, minimal offenders. 
The W atergate operation was, in 
other words, a political Amateur Hour. 
And the reason it obviously received 
support from White House personnel is 
that the Nixon White House is staffed 
with political am ateurs. 
Nobody in Mr Nixon’s top echelon 
has ever been elected tree warden (an 
office on our Massachusetts ballot last 
month) and they look like the boys 
from Delta Sigma Chi. 
But W atergate was not a fraternity 
prank. 
One cannot 
with 
impunity 
tam per with the electoral process, and 
any efforts by the White House to cover 
up 
staff 
involvem ent 
must 
be 
ruthlessly disposed of. 
The doctrine of Executive Privilege 
may frustrate a congressional com ­ 
mittee, but it cuts no ice with a grand 
jury. 
THESE DAYS . . . by John (Jnnnberlain 
Bribe to Hanoi needn’t be blackmail 


Frankly, the only reason to give the 
North Vietnamese a nickel would be to 
bribe them to keep the peace. This is an 
admittedly 
ignoble 
reason, 
but 
it 
appeals to the practical streak in many 
Americans who have no 
love for 
Communists of any stripe. 
There is Sen. Strom Thurmond of 
South Carolina, for example. Strom, 
who is as much of an anti communist 
hardliner as any man in the Senate, 
says he is “essentially opposed to 
giving aid to North Vietnam.’’ Bul he 
adds that “ we must keep an open mind 
or. the subject, based on practical 
co nsiderations and the necessary 
s a fe g u a rd s .” The ‘‘p ra c tic a l con­ 
siderations” are that Hanoi, once it 
gets the money, will stay bribed and 
will not spend the funds on rebuilding 
its warmaking machinery. 
Although I hate to say it, I find 
myself going along with Thurmond’s 
rather schizoid position. The North 
Vietnamese don’t 
deserve* a 
cent; 
indeed, they ought to be compelled to 
give reparations to the South Viet­ 
namese, the Loatians, and the Cam­ 
bodians. But if a bribe will work, lives 
will be spared. 


SOME of my good friends in the 
American Conservative Union say they 
are “unalterably opposed to aid to 
North Vietnam.” And they quote House 
Minority Leader Gerald Ford’s 1965 
statement that “friendship, security 
and solid international relations cannot 
be bought with dollars.” M. Stanton 
Evans, the ACU chairm an, in sup­ 
porting the position of his organization, 
recalls the experience the ancient 
Saxons had when 
they raised the 
famous Danegeld tax to buy off the 
Danish despoilers of Britain’s North 
Sea coast. The Danes took the money, 
but it didn’t stop them from renewing 
the raids. It was Rudyard Kipling who 
wrote that “once you have paid him tin* 
Dane-Geld 
you never get rid of the 
Dane.” 
The Kipling line applies to almost all 
blackmail situations. But, like Sen. 
T hurm ond, 
I question 
tin* com ­ 
pleteness of any anaolgy that would 
cast the North Vietnamese as modern 
collectors of a Danegeld. The Danes 
came back to ravish tin* British coast 
for the good and sufficient reason that 
the Saxons lacked the physical power 
to stop them. A “ Dangegeld” apid to 
Hanoi, however, would be designed to 
give the South Vietnamese, not in

volved in the* bribe, time to strengthen 
their defenses, to learn how to operate 
a modern air force, and to contain any 
North Vietnamese encamped south of 
the demilitarized zone. 
The bribe would be in the nature of a 
holding operation. If it didn’t work, 
there would be nothing to keep the 
Nixon Administration from denouncing 
Hanoi and mining anew the port of 
Haiphong. If the ancient Saxons had 
had the equivalent of the B-52s, their 
Danegeld tax might have been a one- 
shot affair. It would have deprived 
Rudyard Kipling of a brave and ringing 
poetic line, but, given the requisite will 
on the part of the Saxons, it would have 
stopped raids on the* North Sea shores. 


WHEN I SAY I am for offering Hanoi 
the bribe to keep the peace, I do so 
under one condition: I would, at the 
moment the money is delivered, give 
the Saigon government some bombing 
planes with sufficient range to reach 
the North Vietnamese dikes in the Red 


River delta. It would be thoroughly 
understood that if the North Viet­ 
namese used the money to rebuild their 
war machine and started moving men 
and equipment over the Ho Chi Minh 
trail into South Vietnam, we would look 
the other way while Saigon drowned 
Hanoi’s aagricultural economy. With 
the South 
Vietnamese 
in a 
good 
position to stop the North Vietnamese 
Gen. Giap by inundating his rear, the 
Danegeld analogy would break down 
completely. 
All of this talk about bribing Hanoi to 
keep the peace will probably come to 
naught anyway. The North Vietnamese 
obviously do not intend to withdraw 
from Laos and Cambodia, and they will 
almost certainly continue to wage 
some form of w arfare in the sections of 
South Vietnam they now occupy. With 
the war continuing, it is hardly likely 
that Hanoi will get a penny out of the 
U.S. Senate, and Sen. Thurmond won’t 
have to worry about the morality of his 
split position.

“ Eu­ 
thanasia” literally means “the good 
death,” and I am all for it. I believe it is 
cruel and senseless to prolong life by 
artificial means when there is no hope 
for recovery. 
The right to die with dignity should 
be everybody’s right. The Euthanasia 
Education Council (whose meetings I 
have personally attended) in New 
York, has made available “A Living 
Will.” It reads as follows: 
“To My Family, My Physician, My 
Clergyman, My Lawyer: If the time 
comes when I can no longer take part in 
decisions for my own future, let this 
statement stands as the testament of 
my wishes: 
“If 
there 
is 
no 
reasonable 
ex­ 
pectation of my recovery from physical 
or mental or spiritual disability, I 
(name) request that I be allowed to die 
and not be kept alive by artificial 
means or heroic measures. Death is as 
much a reality as birth, growth, ma­ 
turity and old age—it is the one cer­ 
tainty. I do not fear death as much as I 
fear the indignity or deterioration, 
dependence, and hopeless pain. I ask 
that drugs be mercifully administered 
to me for terminal suffering even if 
they hasten the moment of death. 
“This request is made while I am in 
good health and spirits. Although this 
document is not legally binding, you 
who care for me will, I hope, feel 
morally bound to follow its mandates. I 
recognize it places a heavy burden on 
responsibility upon you, and it is with 
the intention of sharing that respon­ 
sibility and of mitigating any feelings 
of guilt that this statement is made.” 
Sign document in the presence of 
witnesses, and give it to your family 
physician, attorney, and-or a member 
of your family. (Better yet, obtain 
three copies, and give each one a copy. 
I did.)

details of the Administration’s special 
revenue 
sharing 
proposals 
for 
elementary education were revealed to 
the House E ducation and Labor 
Committee. 
The legislation received a rather cool 
reception — to say the least — from 
both Republicans and Democrats alike 
on the committee. It is v e ry unlikely, 
therefore, that the committee would 
report these proposals favorably to the 
House for passage. 
On the other hand, it is also unlikely 
that the Administration would be very 
willing 
to consider 
extending 
the 
present educational aid programs if 
the revenue sharing proposals are not 
passed 
or 
until 
a 
com prom ise 
agreement can be reached. 


THIS DEADLOCK is a very serious 
matter and poses a very real dilemma 
for the 19,000 public school districts in 
America. Current federal program s 
for aid to education will expire at the 
end of this fiscal year (that is, on June 
30). 
Unless some sort of legislation is 
agreed upon, these districts could face 
the prospect of beginning the new 
school year in the fall without federal 
aid. 
For many of the poorer areas, this 
would be nearly impossible. 
Consequently, I do believe that — in 
the event of a stalemate — some sort of 
continuing resolution would be enacted 
to prevent this. 
The $2.7 billion A dm inistration 
proposal 
would 
convert 
the 
30 
categorical grant-in-aid programs into 
five block grants to assist: disadvan­ 
taged children; the h andicapped; 
vocational training; federal employee 
impact areas; and support services 
such as textbook p u rch ases and 
school lunch programs. 
Two program s — library services 
and strengthening state departments 
of education — would be eliminated. 


OF THESE, the proposal to alter the 
formula payment of money to states 
for improving the education of low 
income or disadvantaged children has 
attracted the most controversy. 
First, it would supplant the popular 
Title I program now funded through 
the 
E le m e n ta ry 
and 
Secondary 
Education Act of 1965. For fiscal ‘74, 
states would receive at least IOO per 
cent of the amount they received last 
year, but in the following years, the

HEW statistics indicate that under 
this formula, Ohio would get more 
money for the education of disad­ 
vantaged, going from $46.5 million in 
fiscal 73 to $49.9 million in fiscal ’75.

Of the other categories, I am parti­ 
cularly concerned that the quality of 
vocational 
education,

of 
the handicapped and special services 
is not diminished by special revenue 
sharing changes. All three would be 
combined into one allocation for each 
state. While 43 per cent of the total 
allocation would be for vocational 
education, and 16 per cent would go to 
the handicapped, up to 30 per cent of 
these amounts could be switched to any 
other category except impact aid. 
I would have to be assured that the 
Sixth District of Ohio schools — where 
the vocational money is particularly 
needed — would not get lost in the 
shuffle for these funds. 
There is very little question but that 
these revenue sharing proposals face 
an uphill battle in the Congress and 
that tim e is running out for the current 
programs. 
Whatever the shortcomings of the 
latter, however, I do not believe the 
existing laws should be allowed to 
expire if the differences cannot be 
resolved, for the losers in the battle 
would be neither the Congress nor the 
Administration, but the school children 
of America. 
Balloons more 
logs in 
North 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
The best way 
to move big logs out of the woods is by 
balloon, says Faye H. Stewart of 
Eugene, Ore. 
It’s not only cheaper and faster but 
also ecologically much better, he feels. 
Stewart, a lumber executive, uses 
balloons 110 feet tall and 108 feet in 
diameter and says he’s been tran­ 
sporting huge logs commercially for IO 
years. 
“Three years ago it reached the point 
where it was economical,” he said 
F rid ay betw een conferences with 
legislators and government officials. 
“We fly logs, I rom the point at which 
the tree is felled, down the slopes to 
where trucks wait on roads, and they 
never touch the ground,” he added. 
“We pick up from one to seven or eight 
logs on each turn.” 
“This method leaves the ground 
undisturbed there’s no siltation or 
erosion and it cuts roadbuilding costs 
by more than half. We used to use heli­ 
copters for the same purpose, but this 
method is only 25 per cent as costly.” 
Stewart says his balloons hold 500,000 
cubic feet of helium and have a lifting 
capacity of 24,000 pounds.

Nuclear power plant work behinds but hopes brighten

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
Nuclear 
power, once hailed as the solution to the 
nation's energy problems in the 1970s 
and beyond, is falling far short of the 
goals set for it. 
Costly delays in getting nuclear 
power plants into operation 
could 
contribute to some power shortages 
this summer and next winter, ac­ 
cording to the Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion. 
But the AEC and the 10-year-old 
atomic power industry contend that 
nuclear power is going to be a major 
source of U.S. electricity, and in time to 
help offset especially critical energy 
pinches envisioned for the 1980s. 
Still, the industry has only 29 nuclear 
plants in operation, compared with 46 
forecast by the government two years 
ago. A total of 57 plants are under 
construction, but 90 per cent are at 
least a year behind schedule. 


Causes of the delays range from 
technical 
difficulties 
and 
labor 
problem s 
to 
stiffer 
licensing 
req u irem en ts 
and 
en v iro n m en tal 
issues, according to federal and in­ 
dustry officials. 


The delays are serious enough to 
raise questions about the ability of 
government and industry to step up the 
pace of development, especially to help 
meet energy requirements in the next 
decade. 


AEC and industry spokesmen con­ 
cede the going has been rough in recent 
years and serious difficulties remain, 
but they say 1972 may have repre­ 
sented a turning point away from their 
problems. 


Chief reason for their cautious op­ 
timism: 


Besides the plants now operating 
or under construction, 77 others 
already are contracted for, including a 
record 35 ordered in 1972. The 35 plants 
together would generate 42.5 million 
kilowatts, 
almost 
three 
t i m e s 
the 
present nuclear generating capacity 
which provides about four per cent of 
the nation’s electricity. 


The AEC says a similar amount of 
nuclear generating capacity is ex­ 
pected to be contracted for in 1973, 
adding that “ the situation on con­ 
struction slippages is viewed as 
tem porary and continued strong 
growth ol nuclear power additions is 
expected to occur ” 


Industry commitments for the 77 
plants now on order amount to about 
$50 
billion 
in 
capital 
costs. 
For 
example. Commonwealth Edison Co. of 
( Inca go, one of the nuclear industry 
leaders, has announced it will spend at 


the rate of $1 million a day for the next 
five years on construction, most of it 
nuclear. 
But AEC and industry optimism 
must he weighed against the fact that 
currently it takes up to nine years from 
initial planning states for a nuclear 
plant go into operation. 
Still, the AEC appears confident that 
such lead time can be shortened and 
now forecasts that by the end of 1980 
the nations nuclear power capacity 
will be nearly lo times greater than 
present. 
By mid-1980s, the AEC’ and 
the 
utilities industry say, nuclear power 
will contribute 34 per cent of the 
nation’s electricity and by the turn of 
the century 60 per cent, with the help of 
so-called nuclear breeder reactors. 
I hi* AEC concedes it lias had to lower 
slightly projections made a little more 
than a year ago for nuclear capacity in 
the early 1980s, but it said its forecasts 
are “still within the probable range 
suggested “ in earlier predictions. 
What are the chances of meeting 
these forecasts? 
Rep. Melvin Price. D ill., chairman 
of 
the 
.Joint 
Senate-House 
Atomic 
Committee, said in an 'interview that 
there's no guarantee that they will be 
realized. “So far previous projections 
haven’t been correct.’’ 
Price added that “ while there is not 
an urgent need for nuclear power right 
now, it has to begin to show up as a 
major source of electricity from the 
1980s on or we’re in desperate trouble.” 
Price said his committee asked the 
AFT’ some time ago "to tell us what 
they need in the way of legislation” to 
speed the licensing process. But the 
AFX has yet to come up with suggests! 
legislation, he said.

Battles under way 
across Cambodia

PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (AP) — 
Government troops are reported 
fighting their first major offensive 
operation in 15 months, but other units 
closer to the capital have fled under 
Communist pressure. 
Field reports said Communist forces 
drove the government soldiers from 
Prasat Nsang Khmau, 33 miles south of 
Phnom Penh. The reports said 50 
government soldiers were killed and 80 
wounded in the battle Saturday before 
they reached the town of Chambak, 
four miles away. 
Another government garrison about 
15 miles southeast of Chambak was hit 
by about 1,000 rounds of mortar fire 
Saturday, and those troops also rushed 
to Chambak, accenting to the reports. 
As they fled, the reports said, the 
government soldiers were pursued by 
two American armored personnel 
carriers captured by the Communists. 
The evacuating troops left behind five 
105mm howitzers, six mortars and 
eight trucks loaded with ammunition. 
The new offensive by the Cambodian 
government is against Khmer Rouge 
guerrillas holding Mt. Kirirom, 60 
miles southwest of Phnom Penh The 
campaign has not been announced by 
the military command, but the army 
newspaper The Resistance said in its 
Sunday edition the operation got un­ 
derway March 25. 
This report said the government

NEW YORK (AP) — The 51st annual 
convention of the National Association 
of Broadcasters has signed off, leaving 
the industry to worry about topless 
matters amid hope for good legislative 
news. 
“Topless” radio talk shows that treat 
sexual m atters lightly and with a leer 
emerged as a major concern for the 
NAB leadership at last week’s con­ 
vention in Washington, D.C. 
On 
the positive 
side, 
the 
con­ 
ventioneers decamped for home with 
optimism Congress will revise the 
Federal Communications Act to extend 
the three-year period that broadcast 
licenses now can be held and tighten 
the rules of competition for them at 
license renewal time. 
The hope and worry are at par­ 
ticularly high levels this year because 
NAB is making a concerted effort to get 
Congress 
to 
lengthen 
broadcast 
licenses to five years. 
Virtually all the 83 broadcast license 
bills now before Congress specify this 
period, according to a spokesman for 
NAB, which represents 3,620 radio and 
534 TV stations, in addition to the four 
radio and three television networks in 
the United States. 
It s a powerful group, but it moved 
briskly last Tuesday when the FCC said 
it was starting a “nonpublic” inquiry 
into alleged cases of broadcast ob­ 
scenity. 
By nightfall, the NAB’s board of 
directors unanimously had adopted a 
resolution that in effect seeks to per­ 
suade NAB members and the entire in­ 
dustry to tone down or throw out spicy 
broadcasting that is causing heavy 
public and congressional gripes at a 
critical time. 
FTC chairman Dean Burch ham­ 
mered home the point the next day in a 
speech to the NAB’s closing session. He 
assailed topless radio as “prurient 
trash,” “electronic voyeurism” and 
“garbage, pure and sim ple.” 


He urged the industry to put pressure 
on tasteless broadcasters and praised 
the NAB resolution as a good start. 
Ironically, despite all the con­ 
gressional clamor over what many 
listeners say is obscenity or indecency, 
in topless radio, such program s aren’t 
exactly rampant in America. There are 
about 12 on the air today, according to 
“ B roadcasting,”

Partnership misunderstandings are 
certainly not a rarity, even in the 
highest echelons of bridge. 
Consider 
this deal from the 1969 Trials where 
George Rapee and Sidney Lazard 
settled in four hearts with a 4-1 trump 
fit, when all the time they could have 
made six clubs with perfectly normal 
play. 


Rapee’s diamond cuebid suggested 
that partner bid a new suit, but Lazard 
couldn't very well oblige. Instead he 
tried to show reasonably good spades 
and moderate high-card strength by 
jumping to three spades. 
When Rapee bid four clubs, Lazard 
tried to indicate a heart feature in the 
form of a singleton by responding four 
hearts. Lazard thought his partner 
would not read this as a heart suit, 
since he had denied heart length 
earlier. 
But Rapee thought otherwise — he 
assumed that South had three or four 
hearts — and passed. 
Oddly enough, four hearts proved 
unbeatable! Lazard wound up losing a 
diamond and two trumps, and so made 
the contract. 


Even if West had led a trump 
originally, declarer would still have 
succeeded. After cashing the A-K-Q of 
trumps and A K of spades, felling the 
queen, South would play the jack of 
clubs. 


W hether West covered or not, 
declarer would lead the jack of spades 
at the earliest opportunity and discard 
a diamond. Regardless of how the 
opponents elected to defend thereafter 
South would make ten tricks for sure, 
and if the defense slipped only slightly 
he would finish with eleven. 
But despite the amazing outcome of 
the hand, we continue to recommend to 
our readers that they avoid 4-1 trumps 
fits!

Be Careful About Vitamins 


With all the talk and concentration on 
vitamins, I don’t recall reading any 
definitive article on the dangers of too 
much vitamin intake. 
I read the numbers on the labels, but 
they have no meaning to me. One of the 
things that confuses me is the use of the 
phrase “daily requirement” on labels. 
If the particular pill fills the “daily 
req u irem en t” 
need 
for 
certain 
vitamins, does that mean that food 
eaten containing that vitamin would be 
dangerously excessive?

Dear Mrs. H.: 
The em phasis, and som etim es 
overemphasis, on vitamins has in­ 
troduced much confusion to many 
people. 
One of the reasons for this confusion 
is that some manufacturers oversell 
their product by asking the consumer 
to compare the “numbers” on their 
label with that of another manufac­ 
turer. 
It is understandable that “higher 
numbers” may seem to be more im­ 
pressive than “lower numbers” even 
though the body may not require such a 
large quantity. 
Fortunately, the wisdom of the body 
is such that it has its own protective 
devices against the excess use of some 
vitamins. That which is not needed is 
excreted through the urine. 
Many physicians learn that some 
patients falsely reason about vitamins 
in the following way: 
They believe that if one vitamin 
tablet is good, two are better, and three 


are best. Herein lies a real danger, 
especially to children. 
A condition does exist called “hyper- 
vitaminosis,” which 
is an 
illness 
caused by the excessive intake of 
vitamins, especially Vitamins A and D. 
O verzealous vitam in enthusiasts 
frequently take m any tim es 
the 
prescribed dose for the prevention of a 
deficiency which they may not even 
have had. 
Most 
vitamins, 
unlike excessive 
doses of Vitamins A and D, are not 
toxic and are relatively safe even in 
large quantities. 
Too much Vitamin D can cause 
severe toxic 
effects in adults 
and 
especially in infants. 
Children and adults need about 400 
USP units of Vitamin D for daily 
requirement. When a deficiency is 
known to exist, treatment demands 
between 500 USP and 1500 USP units a 
day. 
A textbook could 
be filled 
with 
symptoms illustrating the clangers of 
massive uncontrolled and senseless 
overuse of Vitamin D. 
Vitamin A is the other vitamin that 
can cause multiple symptoms when 
taken in excess. The normal daily 
requirements for it are 5,000 USP units. 
When a deficiency is known to exist by 
the doctor, replacement treatm ent can 
go up to 50,000 USP units in adults, to 
control the condition.

Pupfish being 
thought wiped out by mon 


SACRAMENTO, Calif 
(AP) 
California scient isis are acclaiming the 
return of a tiny desert fish thought for 
20 years to be extinct but now flourish­ 
ing in three carefully guarded pools. 
“This is a success story in an 
otherwise generally gloomy picture,” 
Almo J. Cordone, senior fishery 
biologist for the California Fish and 
Game Department, said Friday. 


The Owens pupfish survived for eons 
in a changing environment — from a 
vast inland lake to a string of shallow 
desert pools where water tem peratures 
may vary between freezing and IOO 
degrees — but it very nearly did not 
survive its brief contact with modem 
man 


The Owens pupfish — whose natural 
range was only about 70 miles along the 
bottom of the narrow Owens Valley, 
northwest of Death Valley 
is less 
than two inches long. 
Males are 
irridescent blues and purples with 


black bars and fin edges. Fem ales are 
a mottled brown 
They evolved from pupfish common 
in a prehistoric lake that covered much 
of the Death Valley-Southern Nevada 
desert. 
Isolated in pools and stream s as the 
big lake dried up, the pupfish became 
capable of living in both alkaline and 
saline waters and of surviving sharp 
temperature changes in the shallow 
pools of the desert. They feed on algae, 
plankton, insects and smaller fish 
Plentiful as recently as 50 years ago, 
the fish were virtually wiped out by the 
intrusion of modern man, who drained 
their habitats and introduced alien 
species of fish that ate both the pup 
fish's food and the pupfish. 
The pupfish declined sharply during 
the 1920s and 1930s In 1942, scientists 
were unable to find any more, and the 
little creatures were considered extinct 
until 1950, when several hundred were 
discovered in a pool fed by overflew 
from a spring-fed drainage ditch.
